The decorations in the senate chamber will be 


STEPHENS IN STATE. 


THOUSANDS UPON THOUSANDS 
VIEWING HIS FEATURES. 


The Incidents of the Day in the Mansion-The Ar- 

rangemeutse Progressing for the Funerse!—Set 

for 3 O'Clock on Thureday—Who Will 
Come— The Foreign Consuls. 


The thousands who passed through the 
mansion yesterday were undiminished. 
Every incoming train brought crowds from 
this and adjoining states. The funeral ar- 
rangements were perfected. Hon. Robert 
Toombs, the life-long friend and political as- 
sociate of Mr. Stephens; has consented to 
speak. Others of national prominence will 
do the same. The soldiery of -the state will 
be there; the officials of state, cities and coun- 
ties will be there; the foreign consuls, six- 
teen in number, in their national uniform, 
will be there; the congressional delegation 
of Georgia will be there; and altogether the 
funeral will be worthy of the man whose 
bones are to be consigned to the dust, 


AtThe Mansion. 
The scene at the executive mansion yesterday 
was very much the same as on Sunday, except that 
there were one or two ixcidents of an exceedingly 
interesting nature. About ten o’clock the remains 
of Mr. Stephens were placed in a handsome bronze 


casket. The features remained perfectly nat- 
ural except, perhaps, that Mr. S‘ephens 
looked even better in death than 
he had in life. His face seemed fuller and there 


was a lack of that great paleness which is common 
tothe dead. His face was almost like wax. About 
his mouth there half lingered a faint smile, and in 
gazing upon his upturned face as he layin hiscoflin 
he presented a picture af perfect calm and repose. 
No discoloration disfigured him, and no evidence 
of pain iu death marred his perfectly placid fea- 
tures. In looking upon him one almost expected 
to see his eyes Open and his lips move. 

It was hard to realize that death couid take him 
away yet touch him so lightly. Thé remains will 
be taken to the senate chamber this morning at ten 
o’clock under the escort of the governor's staff. 
There will be no especial ceremonies in the trans- 
portation of the remains. The remains will lay in 
state in the senate chamber until Thursday, on 
which day the funeral will occur. 

AN IMPRESSIVE OCCASION, 

One of the most deeply impressive scenes ever 
witnessed anywhere occurred at the mansion yester- 
lzy. Governor Stephens is on tne board of visitors 
of Miss Bunnie Love's school, and before Governor 
ttephens’s departure for Savannah the children 
had determined to cclebrate his birthday on his re- 
tum. The time was fixed for the 
Tuesday following his return. An 
interesting programme was prepared, invitations 
were issued and all the arrangements perfected. 
When ihe governor returned fram Savannah he 
took his bed. Tuesday came, and he was too sick 
to see the little folks. Every day they anxiously in- 
cuired if they ‘‘ could go to see Mr. Stephens,’’ and 
each day theanswer was a disappointment. Even the 
sinullest one: hunted up the paper each day to see 
the announcement of his condition, and finally 
their hearts were made sad by the announcement 
that their friend—a manu who was great in all that 
makes men great, yet who loved little children— 
was at the point oh death.

Meeting of the Citizens’ Committee.

Mr, Julius Brown said that the ladies decorating 
the senate hall were uncertain as to whether or not 
they should order floral decoratious, as they had no 
information as to whether or not the state would 
pay forthem. Mr. Grady said that Governor Boyn- 
ton had already telegraphed to the mayors of Co- 
Jumbus, Macon, LaGrange, Madison and other 
cities, requesting them to send such flowers for the 
decoration of the public buildings as their citizens 
were Willing to give. 

Senator Jones stated that Governor Boynton had 
authorized him to say that thestate would pay any 
reczsonable amount for the decoration ot the hall 
and fer the arrangements necessary for the funeral 
ofthe lategovernor, and said that the ladies shoul 
go ahead and order what was needed.

These 
are now heavily taxed under the clumsy tar- 
iff of our sisterrepublic. Pumps, machinery 
and agricultural implements are to be duty- 
free, but they are scarcely taxed now. Pe- 
troleum, barbed-wire and clocks complete the 
list of benefits, the other articles named in 
the treaty being either now on the Mexican 
free-list or lightly taxed. These con 
cessions on the part of Mexico are not, it 
must be confessed, very important in them- 
selves, but they are tiully equal 
to what we concede to the Mexicans. 
There is a long_list of articles in the treaty to 
be given free entry from Mexico to the Uni- 
ted States, but when the list is examined it is 
found that we have practically offset clocks, 
wagons and petroleum with molasses, raw su 
gar and leaf tobacco. The free list has been 
drawn upon on both sides. If the people of 
Mexico raised much sugar or any tobacco that 
would come in competition with the product 
of this country, they would have the best 
end of the bargain; but as things stand nei- 
ther country will be turned upside down if it 
is ratified. 

The importance of the treaty really lies 
more in whatit may lead tothan in what will 
institute at the outset. It may lead to a 
broader reciprocity that would make Mexico 
a part of the United States so far as commerce 
is concerned, and when that point is reached 
a political union becomes easy ifit is at all 
desirable. It may quicken the enterprise of 
our neighbors, promoteghealthy trade and 
tariff doctrines, and possibly open the eyes of 
our manufacturers to the advantages of ex- 
tending their domain to other countries. The 
protectionists are reported to be opposed to a 


ratification of the. treaty.
